—In continuation of Public Notice No* 138dTC(PN)/0O 
dated the 23rd November, 1960, it is notified for the information of the trade that 
it has been decided to resume issue of import permits for fruits (dried and fresh) 
falling under S. No. 21(a)/IV, Asafoetida falling under S. No. 31 /V, Cumin Seeds 
falling under S. No. 37/IV and medicinal herbs as specified in Public Notice 
No. 126dTC(PN)/60 dated the 13th October, 1960, with respect to applications 
already submitted to the licence issuing authorities concerned by 26th November, 
1960. No fresh applications submitted after 26th November, 1960 will be considered 
for issue of permits. Import permits will be issued with respect to applications 
submitted by 20th November, 1960, provided these applications are complete in all 
respects and conform to the provisions regulating imports from Afghanistan, as 
mentioned in Public Notice No. 120-ITC(PN)/0O dated tHe^PJth October, i960. 

2. The importers are further informed that issue of permits is subject to the 
monetary ceiling and will have to be stopped even with regard to the applications 
submitted by 26th November, i960, as soon as the monetary ceiling is reached.
